LONDON, Oct. 1 (AP).—

The latést Moscow communique 
tonight claimed no new gains in 
the Kiev battle, but announced that 
Soviet troops pushed on in White 
Russia, taking 460 more towns and 
hamlets, including Cherikov, 50 
miles southeast of Mogilev, in an- 
other break across the Sozh river. 
The communique said the Rus- 
sians advanced up to. 12 miles in 
jay march on Mogilev, Dnieper 
fatty, on the route to Minsk. 
Other advances came in the at- 
tacks on Gomel, where more than 
100 towns were taken, and in the 
push on Vitebsk. The Rassians 
previously had been reported with- 
i2 11 miles of Gomel. 

Air Battles Over Kiev. 

At Kiev the Germans were en- 
trenched in the’ fortress-like city 
high on the western cliffs of the 
Dnieper, while the pick of the 
Russian Ukrainian armies faced 
them across the water barrier that 
separates Kiev from its eastern 
bank suburbs, already in Soviet 
hands. At one narrow part of the 
river ap opposing forces were

HOUSE GROUP VOTES TO GIVE 
VICTORY TAX CREDIT TO ALL 


As First Step to Simplify Payments, 
Conunittee ‘Would Eliminate 
Qualifications. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 1 (AP).- — 
In its first major move to simplify 
Federal tax payments, the House 
Ways and Means Committee voted 
today to credit back to taxpayers 


immediately a part of the 5 per 
cent Victory tax, amounting to 25 
per cent for single and 40 per cent 
for married persons. 

By such action, the Government 
would assume that all taxpayers 
were entitled to the credit, elimi- 
nating the requirements of bond 
purchases, debt payment and in- 
surance purchases as conditions to 
receiving the credit. 

If Congress approves the com- 
mittee’s recommendation, the tax- 
payer, in the interest ‘of simplifi- 
cation, would take the so-called 
Victory tax “postwar credit” in his 
next tax return and would not be 
allowed the option of credit or re- 
funds after the war. - This does 
not mean that the Government 
would reimburse taxpayers on a 
part of his Victory taxes, but that 
each would get a credit to erase a 
part of the next general tax obli- 
gations falling due,

being made by the Allies to prevent 
damage to Rome and the Vatican.

The B and C value changes, 
which OPA said were made to pro- 
vide the increase for East Coast 
A card holders, mean that in the 
Midwest, Southwest and Southeast 
supplementary rations are cut 
from three to two gallons. In the 
Northeastern states the reduction 
is from two and one-half to two 


gallons. 

OPA said civilian consumption 
in the Midwest and Southwest has 
been running about 75,000 barrels 
a day more than allotments. 

“Under these circumstances,” 
OPA said, “there was no option but 
to cut civilians further. “It is im- 
perative that all water be squeezed 
out of supplemental rations and 
that B and C coupons in the hands 
of motorists represent only the 
gasoline they actually need for oc- 
cupational use. 

“One way to do this is to re- 
duce coupon values and to make 
special provision for cases of ex- 
treme hardship, and we have de- 
cided this is the simplest, fairest

Harriman has~«been to Moscow 
several times in connection with 
his lend-lease duties and partici- 
pated in several Roosevelt-Church- 
ill conferences. With Secretary of 
State Hull he is expected to rep- 
resent the United States at the 
forthcoming three-power confer-

Only 88,700 Tons of 118,200 Claimed

LONDON, Oct. 1 (AP).—A Berlin 
broadcast by the German news 
agency DNB said today that naval 
units during September sank 18 
Allied merchantmen totaling 113,- 
201) tons, of which 88,700 tons were 
credited to U-boats. The shipping 
reported sunk by the U-boats was 
the lowest for any month this year. 
DNB also asserted that in the 
same period 17 Allied destroyers 
were sunk’ and three destroyers 
and a cruiser damaged. 

Another Berlin broadcast said a 
battleship, three cruisers, three de- 
stroyers and 387 Allied merchant- 
men totaling 202,500 tons were sunk 
by the German air force in the 
\Mediterranean in September, The 
battleship presumably was the 
5,000-ton Italian Roma, sunk try- 
ng to escape to an Allied port.

fighting I have seen a mile added 
to the “Road of Death” each day. 


I have driven so many times up

mountains from 


For years to come this valley will

of the hardest victories of the war.

Energy.’ 
All of ug who have written about 


the fighting have tried to bring 
home to the outside world just 


too, for this is what happens in 
an invasion and it is not long since 
we prepared for invasion of Eng- 
land. 

This is what might have hap- 
pened to any stretch of English 
countryside leading up from the 
sea. 

Along every mile of lovely val- 
ley from Salerno and Vietri to 
Cava de Tirreni and Caramella 
and beyond there is not a single 
house that has not been hit by 
shelifire or bombing. 

When you look down from one 
of its mountain tops you see 
nothing but peace. The forests 
drop gradually down from high 
ridges to vineyards, orchards — 
maize fields. 

The valley bottom looks as if it

LODGE SAYS MANY 
ARE DISILLUSIONED 


Asserts America Must 
Hold on to Vital Island 
of Pacific for Military 
Security. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP).— 
Three Senators who have _ seen 
American military, economic and 
diplomatic operations in the war 
zones, said today that this coun- 
try should enunciate a broad post- 
war foreign policy now for the 
guidance of the rest of the world. 

Senators. Mead (Dem.), New 
York; Russell (Dem.), Georgia, and 
Lodge (Rep.), Massachusetts, told 
of finding, during. an around-the- 
world inspection trip, widespread 
confusion about American poli- 


cies not only among foreigners but). 


also among American representa- 
tives. . 

“A declaration by Congress of 
foreign policy would have a very 
wholesome effect upon our activi- 
ties in parts of the world in which 
we have vital interests,” Mead told 
a reporter. 

Russell said that though he be- 
lieved a “definite” foreign policy 
should be established, he did not 
think Congress could attempt to 
“fill in the details” at this time. 

Many Expect Favors. 

Lodge said talks with Americans 
in the field convinced him _ that 
many people expect gifts and fa- 
vors the United States is not in a 
position to grant and that others 
greatly fear a postwar expansion 
of American foreign trade and avi- 
ation. — age ae 

“I submit that a clear, frank 
statement of national aims, based 
on national interest and guided by 
justice, would accomplish more 
good for the world and would} 
cause less hatred and disillusion- 
ment later on,” he told his col- 
leagues in a report to the Senate 
yesterday. 

Lodge said he hoped for effec- 
tive national co-operation to pre- 
serve peace, but that this alone 
would not “relieve us of the re- 
sponsibility of maintaining an ade- 
quate military establishment.” 

Asserting there are many islands 
in the Pacific that are essential 
to the military security of the 
United States, Lodge said: 

“American blood has been shed 
to get these places. American boys 
are buried there now. Some of 
these places must remain in Amer- 
ican hands.” 

He asserted that 
Navy commanders in the field 
have developed a “surprising 
amount of sentiment” for uniting 
America’s fighting forces under a 
single deparément of war. 

Questions OWI Propaganda. 

Lodge, who went far enough for- 
ward in the front Hines in New 
Georgia to see Japanese troops in 
action, told his colleagues: 

(1) It is “common knowledge” 
that we are exhausting our oil, 
that civilians in Algeria and Mo- 
rocco have more American gasoline 
than people in the Eastern States 
and that Australia ought to be 
supplied with petroleum from the 
British-dominated Persian Gulf 
area. ; 

(2) He wonders whether he had 
been right in urging continuance 
of foreign operations by the Office 
of War Information in the light 
of some of its propaganda he had 
seen. 

(3) He hopes the invasion cur- 
rency being issued in Sicily does 
not bear promises “which the al- 
ready overburdened American peo- 
ple are neither rich enough nor 
numerous enough to keep.” 

(4) There is much dissatisfac- 
tion among soldiers about the 
Government’s “censorship and 
propaganda policy” which pic- 
tures our Allies as perfect. 

(5) There is close integration 
of American land, sea and air 
forces in all theaters. 

(6) Americang should have post- 
war commercia] rights on landing 
fields which are being built all 
over the world. 

(7) There is need for a defi- 
nite policy of furloughing war- 
weary troops home. 

Satisfied With Weapons. « 

Lodge asserted that as a whole, 
the men in the Army and Navy are 
“well satisfied with the weapons 
they receive,” think the food is 
adequate if not always tasty and 
believe that the high commanders 
function effectively, 

Lodge said American soldiers re- 
sent the Government's “apparent 
unwillingness to put oui informa- 
tion which is not favorable and 
laudatory.” 

He also said that American peo- 
ple were being misled by propa- 
ganda about our Aliies. 

“Many of our young men, for 
example, go to China imbued with 
the idea that China is a great 
modern democracy with millions 
of men fighting with their backs 
to the wall,” he said. “Upon ar- 
rival, they find that this is not the 
case. With the impgtuousness of 
youth, they thereupon go to the 
other extreme.” 

Lodge added that unwillingness 
of Russia to open a war with 
Japan on another front is under- 
standable. 

“But it is also true,” he added, 
“that the whole character of the 
Pacific war would change if the 
United States had access to the 
Pacific coastal area of Russia.

Brakes Fail on Another Street 


OPA TELLS HOW 
RATION TOKENS 
WILL BE USED 


Discs, Each Worth Point, to 
Carry Food Designations— 
No Expiration Date. 


WASHINGTON, Oct..1 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion today outlined its plans for 
use of the ration tokens which 
will be put in circulation early in 
1944, : 
The tokens, to be used as change 
for processed foods and meats- 
fats stamps, will be made of plas- 
tic or glass, will be slightly larger 
than a nickel and will be inscribed 
to designate the foods for which 
they are good. 

Bids on the manufacture of an 
initial supply of 900 million of the 
discs—400 million ble and 500 
million red—will be opened here 
Monday. 

Each token will have a value 
of one point and will have no ex- 
piration date. The blue ones will 
be used as change for processed 
food stamps and the red for red 
meats-fats stamps. : 

All red and blue’*stamps will be 
assigned a uniform value of 10 
points when the tokens are placed 
in use, OPA said. Thus a custo- 
mer making an eight-point blue 
stamp purchase would receive two 
blue tokens as change, to be used 
at any time. 

Through the usé of tokens and 
uniform stamp values, OPA ex- 
pects war ration book 4, scheduled 
for distribution late this month, 
to last approximately two years.

Tablets Taken From Him. 


Both said that when Dr. MaclIvor 
got out of his automobile he 
reached into his coat pocket for a 
bottle of the-tablets prescribed by 
Dr. Grant, but they took them 
from him and he was not permit- 
ted to use them until after his re- 
lease from police custody. 

Dr. Jensen in his testimony said 
it was entirely possible that the 
experience of Dr. MaclIvor in be- 
ing arrested might have brought 
on an attack of angina pectoris and 
that the condition described by the 
arresting officers might have been 
caused by the heart disease, 
even though there was an odor of 
alcohol on the minister’s breath. 

Judge Catanzaro interrupted the 

testimony of Desk Sergeant Liv- 
ingstone to inquire if he had part 
in the preparation of the informa- 
tion on which Dr. MaclIvor was 
prosecuted, and, since he had tes- 
tified he did not think he was 
intoxicated, on what evidence he 
relied. 
Livingstone replied that he had 
prepared the information, and that 
there was the evidence of the ar- 
resting officers and a report from 
City Hospital, where Dr. MaclIvor 
was examined after his arrest. 


No Hospital Testimony. 


No testimony was presented, 
however, concerning the City Hos- 
pital examination. Police reported 
that Dr. Francis Conway, at the 
hospital, pronounced Dr. MaclIvor 
suffering from acute alcoholism. 
City Hospital physicians, although 
permitted to make their reports to 
police, are not permitted to testify 
in Police Courts on the theory that 
for ethical considerations they may 
not divulge information obtained in 
the examination of patients. 

At the close of testimony Assist- 
ant City Counselor Roy A. Fish, 
in charge of the prosecution, in- 
formed Judge Catanzaro he 
thought the city had failed to make 
a case against Dr. MaclIvor. 

“I don’t think the charges have 
been proved,” the Judge said.

NEWELL ONCE HAD 
2| BANK AGLOUNTS 


| |Shown in Inquiry a Few 


Years Ago—Now Wife 
‘Can’t Find’ Any of Re- 
puted Fortune. 


Joseph (Buck) Newell, murdered 
labor racketeer, whose wife has re- 
ported she can’t find a dime of the 
fortune he was reputed to have 
accumulated, had 21 bank accounts 
and a safe deposit box when his 
affairs were investigated a ‘few 
years ago by Department of Jus- 
tice agents, the Post-Dispatch | 
jJearned today. 


Most of these were in the name 
of Newell’s wife, Mrs. Geraldine 
Grasswick Newell, whose son, Wil- 
liam Grasswick, shot and killed his 
stepfather last June in tneir home 
at Pevely, and is now under a 10- 
year sentence for murder. 
Mrs. Newell, obtaihing letters of 
administration for her husband’s 
estate from the Probate Court in 
Jefferson County, said she was 
convinced he had accumulated 
$100,000 or more. No inventory of 
the estate has been filed because, 
Mrs. Newell asserts, she has not 
been able to find any assets, 
Wasn't Prosecuted. 
Newell, at the time of the in- 
vestigation, which began about 
1938 and continued untii some time 
in 1940, freely admitted to the De- 
partment of Justice agents that 
“everybody” thought he had been 
“paid off” by building material con- 
cerns which he permitted to do 
business in St. Louis, while exclud- 
ing others from the field. He de- 
nied that he had been. 
There was never any. prosecu- 
tion as a result of these investiga- 
tions, begun by the Public Works 
Administration and continued by 
the Department of Justice, but it 
is understood that Newell was per- 
mitted to amend income tax re- 
turns which he had previously 
filed. 
Newell made no bones about his 
practice of restricting the field, 
particularly the sand and gravel 
business, to firms which were

Milk Deliveries in St. Louis Area 
Restricted to Level of Last June 


Dairies to Set Apportionment, Producers to 
Collect Subsidies From U.S.in Moveto , 


Avert Rationing.

Milk sales in the St. Louis area 
are to be controlled through a 
system of dealer quotas, beginning 
Monday, it was announced today. 


The new program was _ coupled 
with a plan for subsidies to pro- 
ducers, which is effective begin- 
ning today. 

Dairies are to limit deliveries of 
fluid milk in October to the 
amount sold in June, Sales of 
cream, skim milk, buttermilk, 
milk-flavored drinks and cottage 
cheese are to be held to 75 per 
cent of the June level. 

The subsidy to be paid pro- 
ducers by the War Food Admin- 
istration, through local County 
War Boards, will be between 25 
cents and 50 cents per hundred 
pounds of whole milk. The sub- 
sidy payment will be at a uniform 
flat rate in each producing area, 
but will vary between areas in ac- 
cordance with the variation in the 
increase of producers’ costs. Wil- 
liam C. Eckles, Acting Milk Mar- 
keting Administrator, said the sub- 
sidy payment for this area has not 
been fixed. 

The dealer quota program for 
controlling milk sales was adopted 
in an gffort to avoid’ the intri- 
cacies of rationing a highly perish- 
able product such as milk, and at 
the same time maintain produc- 
tion of such manufactured dairy 
products as butter, evaporated 
milk, cheese and dried milk at 


levels sufficient to supply war 
time needs. 


Purpose of the national subsidy 
program, which- will cost 60 to 70 
million dollars in the next three 
months, is to encourage increased 
milk production without -increas- 
ing retail prices. An Associated 
Press dispatch from Washington 
today said representatives of ma- 
jor producing co-operatives had in- 
formed the Senate Agricultural 


Committee milk supplies would con- 
tinue to drop and general ration- 
ing might be necessary unless OPA 
retail price ceilings 
about a cent a quart. 


The new program applies now 
to St. Louis and 12 other major} 


population areas. It is contem- 
plated that it will be extended by 
Nov. 1 to all cities of 100,000 or 
more, and ultimately to all mar- 
kets of.50,000 or more. For pur- 
poses of this program the St. 
Louis area, following township 
lines, is defined as extending gen- 
erally from St. Charles on the west 
to Highland, M. on the east, and 
from Alto, Ill, on the north to 
Waterloo, Ill., on the south. 
Dairies are free to apportion 
their supplies among customers on 
the basis of necessity. If the sup- 
ply is not adequate to meet 
demands, then those considered 
most essential, such as hospital 
and families with expectant and 
nursing mothers, or with small 
children, will be met first.

Fortresses Downed 200 Fighters 
In September; 70 Big Planes Lost 


— of 10 Raids 


Shows Luftwaffe Was 


Hit Hard—Many Nazi Craft Were 
Destroyed on Ground. 


By ROBERT N. STURDEVANT. 
LONDON, Oct. 1 (AP).—Another 
powerful blow to the German air 
force was disclosed today in a 
monthly summary of United States 
Eighth Air Force operations list- 
ing more than 200 Nazi planes 
knocked from the skies by Flying 
Fortresses alone in 10 September 


-| raids. 


The figure was exclusive of kills 
by Marauders and Thunderbolts— 
addition of which may almost 
double the number of German 
fighters destroyed and come close 
to equalling the previous month’s 
toll when approximately 400 were 
shot down. 

The Royal Air Force also whipped 
up the steady pace of destruction 
of Hitler’s once deadly air arm, but 
actual figures of the number of 
enemy aircraft downed by British 
planes were not given. 

The fact that the Eighth Air 
Force’s two strong offensive wings 
—the Fortresses and medium Ma- 
rauders — concentrated on enemy 
air fields in occupied territory dur- 
ing the month undoubtedly ham- 
mered a further heavy dent in 
German aircraft reserves, for many 
Nazi planes were destroyed on the 
ground, 

On the debit side, the Americans 
lost about 70 heavy bombers in 
September against an August toll 
of 114. 

The Yankee flyers fought their 
greatest air battle of the month 
over Stuttgart Sept. 6 when Fort- 
ress gunners accounted for 70 at- 
king fighters in a sky melee 
at cost 37 big bombers but left 
the important industrial city a 
mass of flames. } 
The pattern of the American 
bombing offensive for the month 
was shown in 47 separate stabs at 
enemy airdromes in France and 
Holland. For eight straight days, 
in co-operation with the Royal Air 


Force, United States bombers en- 
gaged in an around-the-clock cross 
channel offensive against advanced 
enemy plane bases. 

The most spectacular raid tm 
September was directed at the 
Emden naval base. The Fortresses 
were escorted all the way to the 
target by Thunderbolts carrying 
belly gas tanks on a round trip 
flight of almost 800 miles. In this 
foray, the bombers knocked down 
18 enemy fighters and the Thun- 
derbolts sent another 22 to the 
ground. 

The Fortresses during the month 
executed their first dusk raids, 
landing in full darkness. With a 
flare-signal system and a new 
bomb-suspension arrangement per- 
mitting transport of a load of in- 
cendiaries in addition to high 
explosives, they made a scatter- 
bombing attack through heavy 
clouds against Emden, 

In nine major raids, including 
one against Berlin, two on the in- 
dustrial center of Mannheim-Lud- 
wigshafen, one on Munich and one 
on the Alpine tunnel at Modane, 
France, the R. A. F. lost 188 bomb- 
ers, an average of about 21 per 
raid. 

The only announced Allied aerial 
activity last night was a raid by 
R. A. F. Typhoons off the coast of 
Holland. A small coastal _ vessel 


was sunk and a freighter was 
damaged. No planes were lost.

City, who said draft boards should 
use “eyery administrative action 
necessary to exhaust the supply 
of available men” before calling 
fathers. The term fathers was ex- 
plained as meaning only men with 
pre-Pearl] Harbor children with 
whom they “maintain a bona fide 
family relationship in their homes, 
except those who are reclassified 
because they are nondeferrable, or 
have left agriculture.” 
Simultaneous Action. 

His directive also advised boards 
to have fathers ready for October 
induction in order that they might 
be taken from each board simul- 
taneously. Adjustments will be 
made for those boards whose quota 
figures appear to be “out of line,” 
Col. Earp said, with the result that 
some boards will furnish more 
than their share of men, tempo- 
rarily. . 

John J. Griffin, chairman of the 
Associated Draft Boards of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, said 
nondeferrable men, whether mar- 
ried or single, have been called for 
induction from time to time since 
the revision of job classifications 
in July. It will only be a matter 
of time, he added, until all fathers 
are reclassified and called. 

The two draft appeal boards in 
St. Louis reported few appeals 
have been made to them by fathers 
hoping to evade induction, because 
they are unable to appeal until 
they are placed in 1A “and have 
something to appeal from.” . The 
majority of those who have ap- 
pealed have based their pleas on 
occupational, rather than family 
hardship grounds, which bears out 
the report that those reclassified 
are not maintaining bona fide fam- 
ily relationships.

Allocation of Supply. 


The redistribution of gasoline 
supply was based on new alloca- 
tions of petroleum for the entire 
region east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, announced by Secretary of 
Interior Ickes, head of the Petro- 
eum Administration for War. 

The East Coast, under those al- 
lotments, will get 379,000 barrels 
a day, but only 350,000 barrels of 
this will go to trucks, busses and 
passenger automobiles. This com- 
pares with 342,000 barrels for 
civilian highway use under the 
previous allocation, or a net in- 
crease of 8000 barrels daily. 

The Middle West will receive 
467,000 barrels a ‘day, compared 
with a previous allocation of 480,- 
000 barrels, while the Southwest 
will get 145,000 barrels daily, com- 
pared with 140,000 previously. Out 
of the new totals, however, is 
taken the amount needed for farm 
and industrial use. This substrac- 
tion was not made when the 
previous allocations were an- 
nounced—thus accounting for the 
apparent increase in the allotment 
for the Southwest. 

“This is all the gasoline that 
there is for civilian use in this 
period after making provision for 
the present large and future in- 
creasing needs of:«the military,” 
Ickes said. ‘“‘The allocations include 
amounts which the Office of De- 
fense Transportation has _ deter- 
mined to be adequate to protect 
essential civilian uses and to repre- 
sent parity distribution of supplies 
as between areas.”

CAN OUTDIVE BUT 
NOT OUTCLIMB P-38

SOMEWHERE IN NEW 
GUINEA, Sept. 20 (Delayed) (AP). 
—Allied pilots who have been in 


combat with Japan’s new fighter 
plane said today that it can out- 
dive the American P-38 but can not 
outclimb it and apparently has a 
short range. 

The new plane so far has been 
seen only within 300 miles of the 
enemy base at Wewak,. 

Members of the “headhunters” 


unit of P-38 pilots have been mak- 
ing a study of the new opponent 
during combat. They say it is 
about the same size as the Zero 
and is believed to have a wing 
spread of 38 feet, 4 inches and a 
length of 28 feet. 

It-is equipped with an in-line 
engine and has exhibited plenty 
of power. It is harder to down 
than other Japanese fighter planes 
because of the armor protection 
for the pilot which the Zero does 
not have. 

Its fire power comes from one 
7.77 mm gun in each wing and 
two 12.7 mm machine guns in the 
nose. It is believed to have self- 
sealing gasoline tanks.

three Royal Air Force raids on the 
Nazi capital. These raids on Ber- 
lin, which is important for its in- 
dustrial output as well as an ad- 
ministrative and population center, 
were made Aug. 23, Aug. 31 and 
Sept. 3. 

The concentration of bombs was 
notably effective in Siemenstadt, 
an industria] community of 250,000 
people where light and heavy elec- 
trical equipment, of first impor- 
tance to the German war effort, is 
manufactured. The great Siemens 
electrical works was partially 
wiped out. 

The pictures show a grotesque 
steel framework, all that remains 
of two big containers of the cap- 
ital’s second largest gas works, in 
the Mariendorf district.

SAYS WAR NEWS 
IS INADEQUATE 


Asserts Military Officials 
A re Disinclined to 
Evaluate Information 


for Public. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP).— 
The Newspaper Advisory Commit- 
tee of the Office of War Informa- 
tion says high naval and military 
authorities are not getting the war 
news to the American people. 

“The public is not being ade- 
quately informed,” said the com- 
mittee, and added: 

“If there is any complacency or 
letdown in the war effort on the 
part of the American people,” it is 
due to “absence of full necessary 
understanding.” 

The committee, which includes 
executives of a dozen newspapers, 
issued its criticism last night after 
a day-long conference. 

Roy A. Roberts, managing editor 
of the Kansas City Star, is head 
of the committee. In a statement 
the committee said: 

“It is the judgment of the news- 
paper committee to the domestic 
branch of the Office of War In- 
formation that the American peo- 
ple are not being adequately in- 
formed about the war. If there 
is any complacency or letdown in 
the war effort on the part of the 
American people, it is not due to 
any lack of patriotism or desire for 
easy victory, but rather to the ab- 
sence of full necessary understand- 
ing. 

“The responsibility for this can 
not be attributed altogether to the 
OWI, nor to public relations offi- 
cers of the armed services, nor to 
the established media of communi- 
cation. It stems from the. disin- 
clination on the part of some high 
naval and military authorities to 
evaluate what is information to 
which the public is entitled. 

Cites Churchill Speech. 

“The recent speech by Prime 
Minister Churchill in th- House of 
Commons served to give the Amer- 
ican public much important infor- 
mation which was known to; 
American authorities but which | 
had not been released to the Amer- 
ican people. 

“The Advisory Committee is con- 
cerned solely with the domestic ac- 
tivities of the OWI which are and 
should be entirely factual and com- 
pletely separated from the neces- 
sary special functions of the over- 
seas branch of OWI. We empha- 
size that the domestic branch of 
OWI has for its principal task that 
of keeping open the channels of in- 
formation. This is impossible un- 
less it has full confidence and sup- 
port of the public, press and Gov- 
ernment. 

“Our committee has conducted a 
nationwide survey of radio and 
newspapers as to whether the re- 
cently discontinued regional serv- 
ice of the domestic branch of OWI 
should be resumed. The survey 
showed that the majority opinion 
is that. the smaller, streamlined’ 
service from the domestic branch 
adequately serves th. purpose. It 
is the committee’s belief that the 
closer newspapers are to the news 
sources the better the public will 
be served. 

Facts, Not Propaganda, 

“But we believe there is a field 
in which the domestic branch of 
OWI can render valuable war serv- 
ice in handling complicated depart- 
mental and over-all problems, espe- 
cially for newspapers and radio sta- 
tions not adequately staffed to do 
the job for themselves. Its con- 
cern always must be for factual in- 
formation and never for propa- 
ganda. 

“We commend the efforts of 
OWI officials to obtain a more 
complete and realistic picture of 
the war in its every phase. We 
pay tribute to the brilliant and 
courageous work of the American 
war correspondents in the field 
and on the seas. ; 

“We believe that American news- 
papers themselves have the great- 
est responsibility in seeing that the 
public is fully informed of the 
progress of the war always con- 
sistent with considerations of na- 
tional security. Given the neces- 
gary co-operation, this job will be 
performed.”

Charles E. Wilson, executive 
vice chairman of WPB, said 
participation by all citizens in the 
steel and iron salvage drive was 
necessary. 

Industrial sources of scrap, he 
said, will not fill requirements, 
and a thorough scouring of vacant 
lots, basements, attics and farm 
yards must be undertaken.

BUREAU LAW-MARING 


Henderson Tells Missouri 


Judges U. S. Agencies Ignore 
Established Procedure. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. -1 
(AP).—Joseph W. Henderson of 
Philadelphia, president of the 
American Bar Association, today 
criticised what. he termed a ten- 
dency of administrative bureaus to 


make their own laws, ignoring es- 
tablished judicial procedure. 


Henderson spoke at the opening 
session of the sixty-third annual 
meeting of the Missouri Bar Asso- 
ciation. Gov. Forrest C. Donnell 
of Missouri, members of the State 
Supreme Court, the Federal and 
other courts, and several hundred 
lawyers were in attendance. 

All administrative agencies, Hen- 
derson asserted, have a tendency 
to “go beyond or outside the statute 
creating them, to decide without 
hearing, or without hearing one of 
the parties, to decide on matters 
not before the agency, to make a 
determination without a basis in 
evidence of logical probative force, 
and to make administrative rules 
exceed the statutory authority.” 
“Government by bureaucracy is 
arbitrary,” he added, “and actually 
there is no place for lawyers in it. 
As bureaucracy grows, in direct ra- 
tio the legal profession is de- 
stroyed. The public needs the 
legal profession. We have a job 
before us, and united we can do it.” 
Roland F. O’Bryen of St. Louis, 
president of the Missouri Bar Asso- 
ciation, said criticism of the courts 
in Missouri is “uncalled for and 
unjust.” He recommended the non- 
partisan court plan and said the 
appellate courts virtually are cur 
rent with their dockets. 

In St. Louis, O’Bryen added, the 
Justice of the Peace Courts “are 
dominated generally by politi- 
cians.” He hoped, he said, that the 
Constitutional Convention would 
do something about them, and if 
not, “it is the duty of lawyers to 
see that this type of *court, which 
politicians dominate and rule, is 
eliminated.”

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WHEELER ASSAILS 
SENATORS ABSENT 


Says Democrats Appar- 
ently Prefer to Take 
Fathers — New Defer- 
ment Plan Offered. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP).— 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
asserted in the Senate today that 
some of his Democratic colleagues 
apparently prefer to take fathers 
into the armed services rather 
than fill military quotas without 
them. 

Beginning his last appeal for his, 
bill to halt further induction of 
pre-Pearl Harbor fathers for the 
rest of the year, he complained 
bitterly of the absence of Demo- 
cratic Senators from the chamber. 

Only four republicans and no 
democrats were in their seats 
when Wheeler charged that action 
on his bill had been delayed be- 
cause the Democratic leaders said 
they wanted to “get the facts.” 

“Take a look at the Democratic 
side and see how many there are 
who are interested in getting the 
facts,” he went on. 

If selective service and man- 
power officials wanted to “get the 
men they need without taking 
fathers, they could get them” by’ 
driving “hoarded labor, draft 
dodgers and slackers from indus- 
try and government,” Wheeler said. 

“Apparently the Senate of the 
United States—my Democratic col- 
leagues—prefer to take fathers.” 

Already claiming sufficient votes 
to reject the Wheeler bill, the 
Administration turned 
tion against a proposal by a 
bipartisan group led by Senator 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio. 

Just before the Senate recessed 
for the day yesterday, this group 
introduced a proposed amendment 
broadly revising draft regulations 
and tearing down the State quota 
system. 

Under it, deferment for occupa- 
tional reasons of nonfathers under 
30 would be prohibited, and draft- 
ing would proceed on a nation- 
wide basis providing for the tak- 
ing of all fmen in the first group 
before touching the second, etc. 

Also, the amendment would di- 
rect the President to appoint a 
commission to consider lowering 
physical requirements of the armed 
services with a view of taking 
some of the more than three mil- 
lion men now in Class 4F by rea- 
son of physical disqualifications,

Applied Lessons 
Pantelleria and Sicily

AT AN ADVANCE UNITED STATES AIR BASE IN NORTH 


AFRICA, Oct. 1—The third phase of development of our air power 
in the North African war theater followed closely upon the end of the 
Tunisian campaign. By pattern bombing of the Italian island of Pan- 
telleria, Allied air forces were able to experiment with and perfect their 
control of the technique which they later put to good use in the in- 


vasion of Sicily. 


Full possibilities of strategic 
bombing for reducing enemy posi- 
tions had not been fully exploited 
as late as the end of the Tunisian 
campaign. The two separate air 
forces, American and English, each 
operating along traditional inde- 
pendent lines, were just evolving 
{nto an amalgamated air force, 
operating coequally and in co-ordi- 
nation with Army and Navy. 

The capitulation of Pantelleria, 
which took place before troops 
were landed, was definitely an air 
victory, the first of the war, but 
it was not regarded by air chiefs 
as an indication that air power 
alone could knock out any enemy 
territory. 


Showed Manner of Approach. 


It did show the manner in which 
specified and limited approaches 
could be made by sea to Palermo 
and Messina and increased our air 
reach to supply bases on the Ital- 
jan mainland. 

The day when our land forces 
moved into Sicily under heavy air 
cover, our tactical air forces gave 
them fighter cgver for the initial 
assaults. Three days after the in- 
vasion, the first of our fighter 
planes began operation from a 
Sicilian airfield, followed shortly 
by light and medium bombers 
which lent their offensive weight 
to ground advances. 

Meanwhile, our strategic air 
forces were pounding the enemy’s 
lines of communications. So ef- 
fective had been the work of this 
air arm and that of the tactical 
air force against the enemy’s air 
strength that he was forced en- 
tirely out of Sicily and the bulk of 
our tactical air weight could be 
thrown jnto the support of ground 
forces in their advance. 

As our ground troops advanced 
fn Sicily and more and more air- 
fields were opened up, our air 
service command troops moved in 
and enlarged the formér enemy 
airfields. In every case from the 
beginning of the North African 
campaign it has been necessary to 
enlarge enemy airfields to accom- 
modate our medium and heavy 
bombers. In Sicily, as in Africa, 
as the ground troops advanced, 
fighters of the tactical command 
moved up frontward, light and 
medium bombers moved into the 
fighters’ old airfields and heavies 
followed into the fields formerly 
used by the mediums. 


Like Game of Checkers. 


The whole progress of modern 
war as worked out in this theater 
resembles a game of checkers. 
Air forces blast a path, ground 
troops move up and capture enemy 
airfields in to which our air forces 
then move. From these airfields 
it is now possible to force sur- 
render of the enemy just ahead 
by destroying his lines of supply 
and demolishing or neutralizing 
his defences. 

The problem of Sicily was quite 
different from that of Tunisia 
and Pantelleria. The basic prob- 
lem of softening the territory into 
which the Allied armies proposed 
to go was just the same. But in 
addition, the air forces had their 
biggest job—protection of the vast 
armada of convoys going to Sicily 
from Africa. 

Strategic bomber forces of ‘the 
Allies threw the majority of their 
weight upon the Sicilian airfields 
during June and early July. By 
heavy and concentrated bombing 
the enemy was forced to evacuate 
his big, main airdromes and scat- 
ter to smaller fields. Those smaller 
fields were then plastered by frag- 
mentation and high explosive 
bombs. 


As D day approached—July 9—. 


our tactical air force joined the 
strategic force in shooting up the 
enemy's lines of communications, 
the roads and railroads of Sicily. 
It is the job of the tactical air 
force to blaze a cover path ahead 
of advancing troops and to serve 
as aerial artillery in conjunction 
with the land forces. Meanwhile 
the strategic air force is hitting 
at back areas and preventing the 
enemy from moving in reinforce- 
ments and supplies. This task 
may take the strategic flyers many 
hundreds of miles behind the ac- 
tual battlefront, but should a crit- 
ical situation develop in the land 
fighting, the strategic arm can 
always be thrown in with the 
tactical, as extra artillery. 


Test of Versatility. 


Italy itself presented the Allies 
with its first comprehensive oper- 
ating field in which all the prin- 
ciples of air war, as worked out 
through the Tunisian, Pantellerian 
and Sicilian campaigns, could be 
put into fullest execution.

before Sicily fell and served two 
purposes. The Strategic Air Force 
left Sicily to the tactical arm 
which was supporting the Army 
and began concentrating on roads 
and railroads in Southern Italy. 
They cut communication lines, 
jamming withdrawing German 
forces into the Italian “toe” where 
they offered excellent targets for 
the Tactical Air Forces, 

Then the Strategic Air Force 
started systematic cutting of Ital- 
jan communications, working up 
from the toe to northern Italy. 
This denied the Germans freedom 
of movement. 

The strategic wing then began 
isolating the Naples-Salerno area 
by cutting a 40-mile rim around 
from the north and east.

Such was the urgent problem for 
administrative officers like Lt. 
Cols, Frank Good, William Hicks, 
Robert McGill and Patrick Mur- 
ray, all solid, tough Marines. 


Another task was‘“to hit against 
the German air force. The enemy, 
dispersed and numerically . weak, 
was forced to concentrate his 
planes mainly in the Foggia area. 

Thus the Germans employed 
their air strength in mass, en- 
abling Allied Air Forces to knock 
out important numbers of planes 
in a series of dogfights, «This re- 
moved most of the air opposition 
at Foggia and Rome and drove 
German air strength northward. 

While the strategic section was 
hammering the Naples-Salerno 
area, the tactical command was 
moving up from the south, oper- 
ating from Sicily and from air- 
fields captured in the toe by the 
British Eighth Army, As in Sicily, 
the air forces covered the invading 
troops. 

Once troops had been landed, 
the strategic command moved 
farther afield to block enemy re- 
inforcements and keep his supply 
lines cut. 

The battle reached a critical 
phase Sept. 1 when German land 
attacks threatened to throw our 
forces off the Salerno beaches. 
The full weight of the strategic 
command’s Flying Fortress 
strength was thrown in at Eboli 
and Battiraglia and stopped these 
counterattacks, laying explosives 
within a 16-mile area immediately 
ahead of our troops. 


Pattern for Other Fronts. 

The success of the Allied air tac- 
tics was to a large degree respon- 
sible both for securing of the 
beach-head and holding down cas- 
ualties, and laid a pattern of air 
force organization, co-ordinated 
and co-equal with the Army and 
Navy, which seems to observers 
to be a perfect offensive instru- 
ment for any front, 

Three main principles are fol- 
lowed by the air chiefs. The first 
is strict adherence to objective. 
That is, if the Allied master plan 
calls for the occupation’ of Italy, 
the entire attention of the air force 
is directed to softening the country 
for invasion, protecting the invad- 
ing forces acting as artillery for 
the Army and by defending the 
Allied line of supplies and convoys. 

The second principle is to obtain 
maximum results from all air ele- 
ments by division into three main 
combat groups under control of 
one man—an airman working in 
the commander-in-chief'’s council 
as a coequal with the land general 
and admiral, 

The third principle is to make 
each bomb count. Careful plotting, 
skilled photographic work and a 
high degree of accuracy and con- 
trol by air crews enabled our air 
forces to operate with minimum 
wastage of bombs and effort. 
Applicable in Pacific. 

The organization seems particu- 
larly applicable, to Pacific opera- 
tions which, like these in the Medi- 


terranean, st be amphibious 
combined-operations. But it would 
also be the most workable one for 
the invasion of Europe. 

Immediate results from the Ital- 
ian campaign are obvious. When 
the Allies contro] the bulk of Italy, 
the strategic bombardment force 
operating from Italian bases will 
open a second air front in Europe 
forcing the Germans to disperse 
their defenses and withdraw fight- 
er strength from western to south- 
ern Europe. . 

Moreover, Italian bases will en- 
able the air forces in Britain and 
those of this theater to operate on 
the shuttle system, thus getting 
the most advantage of weather and 
eliminating the necessity for planes 
to fly twice through the same 
heavily defended areas. 

Study of air power in this theater 
provides miuch food for thought 
and its implications for the future 
use of air power are tremendous,

As Green Troops Sail to Invasion 


Men Sit in Tight Silence Wondering Who Will 
Be Dead on Morrow as Ship Glides Toward 


_ Enemy Shore.

N the iron floors of the L. C. L's, which atands for Landing Craft 
Infantry, the men sit about and for a time they talk and laugh 


and make jokes to cover the great occasion, 


They try to reduce 


this great occasion to something normal, something ordinary, some- 


thing they are used to. 


They rag one another, accuse one another 


of being scared, they repeat experiences of recent days, and then 
gradually silence creeps over them and they sit silently because the 
hugeness of the experience has taken them over. 


These are the green troops. They 
have been trained to a fine point, 
hardened and instructed, and they 
lack only one thing to.make them 
soldiers, enemy fire, and they will 


never be soldiers until they have 
it. No one, least of all themselves, 
knows what they will do when the 
terrible thing ‘happens. No man 
there knows whether he can take 
it, knows whether he will run 
away or stick, or lose his nerve 
and go to pieces, or will be a good 
soldier. There is no way of know- 
ing and probably that one thing 
en you more than anything 
else, 


And that is the difference be- 
tween green troops and soldiers. 
Tomorrow at this time these men, 
those who are living, will be dif- 
ferent. They will know then what 
they can’t know tonight. They 
will know how they face fire. 
Actually there is little danger. 
They are going to be good soldiers 
for they do not know that this is 
the night before the assault. There 
is no way for any man to know it. 


The Most Terrible Time. 


In the moonlight on the fron 
deck they look at each other 
strangely. Men they have known 
well and soldiered with are strange 
and every man is cut off from 
every other one, an@ in their minds 
they search the faces of their 
friends for the dead. Who will be 
alive tomorrow night? I will, for 
one. No one ever gets killed in 
the war. Couldn’t possibly. There 
would be no war if any one got 
killed, But each man, in this last 
night in the moonlight, looks 
strangely at the others and sees 
death there. This is the mast ter- 
rible time of all. This night before 
the assault by the new green 
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troops. They will never be like 
this again. 


Every man builds in his mind 
what it will be like, but it is never 
what he thought it would be. 
When he designs the assault in 
his.mind he is alone and cut off 
from every one. He is alone in 
the moonjight and the crowded 
men about him are strangers in 
this time. It will not be like this. 
The fire and the movement, and 
the exertion will make him a part 
of these strangers sitting about 
him, and they will be a part of 
him, but he does not know that 
now. This is a bad time, never to 
be repeated. 


Not one of these men is to be 
killed. That is impossible, and it 
is no contradiction that every one 
of them is to be killed. Every one 
is in a way dead already. And 
nearly every man has written his 
letter and left it somewhere to be 
posted if he is killed. The letters, 
some misspelled, some illiterate 
some polished and full of attitudes, 
and some meager and tight, all 
say: “I wish I had told you, and 
I never did, I never could. Some 
obscure and impish thing kept me 
from ever telling you, and only 
now when it is too late, can I tell 
you. I’ve thought thegé things,” 
the letters say, “but when I started 
to speak something cut me off. 
Now I can say it, but don’t let it 
be a burden on you. I just know 
that it was always so, only I didn’t 
say it.” In every letter that is the 
message.

vored private operation of civilian 
airlines, but pointed out that there 
might have to be a few exceptions 
if Congress decided that it was 
important to have communications 
with parts of the earth by routes 
that could not pay their own way. 


Examples of Policy. 


As an example of what he called 
the free-air policy, the President 
said that if a Canadian line ran 
from Montreal to the Bahamas or 
Puerto Rico—one British, the other 
American—there was no reason 
why that line should not be al- 
lowed to refuel in the United 
States and in other countries, but 
that it should not be allowed to 
pick up passengers at Buffalo for 
transportation to Miami. As an- 
other example, he said that a Brit- 
ish line, running from Australia 
and New Zealand to San Fran- 
cisco, should be allowed to use 
American Pacific bases but could 
not transport persons or freight 
from Honolulu to San Francisco, 


He said he thought this view- 
point was understood by Churchill. 


The postwar air question was

Generalities Considered. 


He continued, however, that al-

upon—free air. 


The discussions, he said, had not 
got down to individual airports, 
but it was his view that where 
routes could be made to pay by 
private companies, these companies 
should operate them. It was im- 
portant to say this now, he added, 
to avoid silly discussions later. 


When reporters tried to get back 
to the status of lend-lease airports, 
the President became general, and 
agreed with one inquirer that own- 
ership of the airport facilities 
didn’t really make much differ- 
ence. He also agreed there should 
be a policy of mutuality in the use 
of airports. 

Asked whether we should retain 
“sovereignty” over the bases and 
ports built by American money, he 
asked what would happen if other 
countries asserted sovereignty over 
facilities developed by them in this 
and other countries.

The Need for Nutrition Education. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HE progress which has been made in 

the science of nutrition in the last 25 
years has been great, comparable to the 
advance in aviation, but public education 
and application of the knowledge has 
been lagging. 

The effect of the lag has been ap- 
praised by various methods of varying 
exactness, but all surveys by whatever 
methods conducted have been in general 
agreement that under-nourishment is 
widespread and serious in the United 
States, not only among the poor, and not 
as a consequence of the war. Failure in 
peacetime to meet the needs that were 
known to exist resulted in impaired man 
power for the defense of our country. 

Brig. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, speaking 
at the National Nutrition Conference for 
Defense, said: “It has been estimated 
that perhaps one-third of the rejections 
(by selective service) were due either 
directly or indirectly to nutritional defi- 
ciencies.” 

We must profit by our past mistakes. 
We must educate men, women and chil- 
drefi, lest the children of this war gener- 
ation grow up impaired and unable to 
put the world together again. 

War has created an opportunity for 
breaking away from some of the unfa- 
vorable past. This wartime period must 
be a rehearsal for better nutrition of all 
people after the war. All nutritional im- 
provements which can be made now must 
be made and must be carried over into 
the postwar world. 

The St. Louis Chapter of the American 
Red Cross has again organized classes 
for the public, men and women. Five 
classes will begin next week. Nutrition 
instructors need the stimulus of full 
class rooms. Teaching in half-filled rooms 
is an inefficient way to meet the urgent 
needs for nutrition education. -

Jr. Pogue came out for competitive foreign service 
in a Denver address on Aug. 4. CAB has shown, in 
its handling of new rate cases, a keen favoring of 
duplication of service domestically, feeding two lines 
into each major city so that passengers may have 
a choice. In announcing two weeks ago that the 
board would receive new applications in the foreign 
field from any company, Pogue attempted to extend 
that policy. 

Aligned with him are such companies as North- 
west, which seeks a route from Seattle to Alaska to 
Calcutta; TWA, which hopes to expand westward to 
Honolulu and eastward to London and Paris; Chicago 
and Southern, which wants to fly the top of the 


*| world to Singapore, and some 13 other airlines which 


were represented at the Arnold conference and de- 
clared their interest in free and open competition. 
In this corner, however, we have Pan-American, 
an enterprise of octopodal sweep and power, serving 
66 countries with a network of sky-riding routes de- 
veloped over a period of 15 years. Pan-Am’s claim 
to exclusive American operation in the global field 
is that it has bucked, bought and browbeaten its way 
into one country after another without Government 
backing, that it has squatter’s rights to foreign serv- 
ice, that it is most experienced in intercontinental 
operations, and finally that monopoly will best serve 
United States political interests in foreign countries. 
Seconds in the Pan-Am corner are such men in 
State Department as Thomas Burke, who do not share 
the Pogue-Berle view and prefer a single company 
in the international field; various War and Navy 
department officials who believe that monopoly is 
the best way to match postwar foreign competition 
from Britain, Sweden, Holland, other nations inter- 
ested in further airlines development. Norman Davis 
and Leo Crowley are only.two of Pan-Am’s directors 
who have much influence in Washington. 

Just where aviation is going when the guns are 
put away is anybody's guess. The domestic airlines, 
if given a chance at foreign routes, will have no 
dearth of experienced or trained personnel, They 
have latticed the globe for Army Transport Com- 
mand and proved their skill. Two hundred-passen- 
ger planes are on the drafting boards. It is now 
only 45 air hours from Washington to Cape Town, 
50 to Auckland, 20 to London, The schoolmarm's 
$300 round-trip vacation to England by air is no 
more a dream from the pipe than was radar’s use" 
as a stratospheric weathervane five years ago. The 
operation of fleets of cargo-carrying gliders may be 
perfected before the war is over. As new routes 
are blazed, trade will follow transportation in the 
air as it has followed the railroad and the automo- 
bile on the ground. The whole field is sky-wide and 
handsome, and of tremendous localized importance 
to the Middle West. : :

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A VICTORY FOR CIVIL LIBERTIES. 

Representative Cox of Georgia, in stepping down 
from the chairmanship of the House select committee 
investigating the FCC, has attempted to becloud the 
issues with a lot of maudlin verbiage, but the fact 
is that he had so completely discredited himself that 
the entire House was embarrassed by his continued 
presence on the committee. He has therefore re- 
signed the chairmanship and his membership on the 
committee also, under fire from the American Civil 
Liberties Union, which spared no punches in its in- 
dictment. of Cox, of the committee’s counsel, Eugene 
Garey, and of the committee’s tactics. 

Cox started out by discrediting himself personally. 
He accepted money from a radio station whose in- 
terests he had represented before the FCC. When 
the FCC exposed him, he set out for revenge, which 
he was seeking through the medium of the House 
committee. As chairman of the committee, he con- 
sistently abused authority. 

The select committee became a sounding board 
for his prejudices. Most of what*went into the rec- 
ord was comment by Cox and the counsel and mem- 
bers of the committee. One-sided testimony was 
heard, all of it prejudicial to the FCC, and FCC was 
given no opportunity to present its side of the case. 
Everything the committee did was aimed at getting 
publicity for Cox’s vengeful prejudices, 

The disgraceful performance went so far that em- 
barrassed members of the House, together with the 
Civil Liberties Union, were able to put pressure 
enough on Cox to force him to quit. It would seem 
that as long as Martin Dies is able to perpetuate him- 
self and his Committee on pease soa 
year after year, despite his manifest unfairness, bias 
and plain ignorance, any congressional committee 
ought to be able to get by with quite a good deal, 
and it is an indication of how much Cox was trying 
to get by with, and how flagrantly he was doing it, 
that he wag stopped short. 

There are strong indications that Representative 
Miller, of St. Louis, has some notion of taking up 
where Cox left off. He has accused the administra- 
tion of trying to thwart the investigation an@ of 
being responsible for the chairman’s resignation. He 
has issued warning that if a desire to thwart the 
inquiry is shown in the choice of Cox’s successor— 
would that be Mr. Miller?—or in a demand for the 
removal of the committee counsel, Mr. Garey, he will 
resign from the committee. 

Miller should further ponder Cox’s fate. It would 
be overly optimistic to express the hope that blath- 
erskitism is coming to the end of its Golden Age, 
but at least there are signs that the House won't 
stand for just anything. 
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HITTING FLOODS WHERE THEY START. 

The Illinois legislative committee studying flood 
control has concluded that levees aren’t enough by 
themselves, and the Illinois State Journal,’of Spring- 
field, agrees, declaring that a better method is chan- 
nel straightening and widening. 

The Journal is quite right as far as it goes, but it 
doesn’t go nearly far enough. It stops at the point 
where the rampaging waters have got into the main 
channel. Modern, adequate flood control goes back 
much farther toward the source of fldods, controlling 
the water before it ever reaches the mainstream. 

This is done by storing excess water in the land, 
in forests, in porous tilled fields; by retaining water 
in storage reservoirs behind dams on tributary 
streams. Water so stored never has to be coped with 
in the mainstream, When the Hmits of levee build- 
ing and channel ‘treatment have been reached, there 
is still the job of attacking floods at the source, as 
the United States Army Engineers are planning on 
the Missouri River. : 
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EARL BROWDER POPS OFF. 

Earl Browder, No. 1 American Communist, says 
it is an illusion for the United States to expect the 
Soviet Union “to undertake the burden of the mill- 
tary struggle against Japan.” He added that “all 
chatter about the Soviets giving us bombing bases 
in Siberia is harmful nonsense.” 

Such downright statements do not do any good 
to help American-Soviet feeling. There has been, 
it is true, a lot of ill-informed and ill-considered 
talk concerning Russia's failure thus far to declare 
war against Japan. It has brought forth ample 
replies: that Stalin has his hands full just now 
beating Hitler and is doing a good job of it; that 
he would be foolish to risk the dangers of a two- 
front war, which might cause defeat on both fronts; 
that, even with no state of war, Japan feels so 
uneasy about Russia as to keep a million Jap troops 
on the Siberian borders, just in case, 

Mr. “Browder may be an earnest, plodding neo- 
Marxist; he may, be an obedient follower of the 
Communist party line; but when he pops off about 
what to expect in the future from the Soviet Union, 
he just does not know what he is talking about 
any more than he has been able in the past to fore-.

SENATOR LODGE ON “ROSY CENSORSHIP.” 

“The news came today that Italy had surrendered, 
and I hope the people at home won't get the idea now 
that the war is almost over,” says a letter just re- 
ceived in St. Louis from a soldier in North Africa, 

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, just back from 
visits to the war fronts, has explained why a soldier 
overseas should warn against such a reaction at 
home, The Senator says: “Our present news censor- 
ship enrages and disillusions our fighting men in the 
truthfulness of their leaders, and at home it breeds 
apathy, Our fighting men rapidly are learning that 
our propaganda which makes all our allies good and 
all our enemies ‘bad is bunk.” — 

Of course it is bunk! Why shouldn't the troops be 
irritated when, after a hard engagement in which 
they saw their comrades slaughtered, a cheery radio 
voice from home describes the fight as “an easy mop- 
ping-up operation”? Why shouldn’t we on the home 
front demand the plain truth about.the hard fight- 
ing and the losses that our men are suffering? 

It’s high time Washington authorities realized that 
they are fooling nobody by what Mr. Lodge calls 
“rosy censorship.” The people at home can take the 
bad news with the good, and the soldiers overseas 
are entitled to have the truth told about their hard- 
ships as well as their triumphs.

VERY newspaper in the country is an 
f ottice of war information, and every 
radio station, every magazine, every 
book publHsher, every motion picture com- 
pany—agencies to which the Government's 
Office of War Information stands in the 
relation of a service.of supply, ⸗ 

Our office was established, as the Presi- 
dent phrased it, in recognition of the rights 
of the American people, and of all other 
peoples opposing the Axis aggressors, to be 
truthfully informed. We were directed to 
facilitate the development of an informed 
understanding, at home and abroad, of the 
progress of the war, its nature and objec- 
tives, 

In the early months of the war, when 
things were going badly for us, official 
reports of our military and naval opera- 
tions were often belated, confusing or in- 
adequate; which was one of the principal 
reasons for the establishment of the Office 
of War Information. The conditions then 
complained of have, for the most part, been 


‘corrected, 


Optimism Distorts the Perspective. 


It is true that these improvements in the 
information supplied by the armed services 
have come in a period when they had little 
but good news to give us, But I am con- 
fident that they would be able to stand 
the strain if we should again have to go 
through a period of uncertain fortunes and 
of heavy loss—as we may. 

Nevertheless, I do not think any of us 
can be too happy about our success in giv- 
ing the. Amefican people the general per- 
spective, on this most comprehensive and 
most complicated war of all history, what 
they need in order to develop an intelligent 
understanding of its progress, and of what 
they want to get out of victory. 

For, in trying to give them that perspec- 
tive, we run counter to some of the most 
deep-seated of human sentiments. One 
of these sentiments is optimism—a very 
useful state of mind when things are going 
badly, but one that can be very harmful 
when things are going well. 


No Cheap or Early Victory. 


The winning of battles and campaigns, 


however useful and gratifying, has not yet 
brought about that complete defeat of the 
German Army, and of the Japanese Army 
and Navy, which is the only definition of 
military victory. There is no present rea- 
son to expect that victory will come either 
soon or cheaply. 


We have not yet struck at the core of 
either German or Japanese power. It is 
possible that the political disintegration of 
Hitler’s ramshackle empire, already well 
begun, might bring a decision in Europe 
earlier than it might be expected on purely 
military grounds, but it would be far more 
difficult for those Germans who are sick of 
the war to translate their feelings into ac- 
tion than it was in 1918 

If we want a real victory, a victory that 
has a reasonable prospect of lasting, we 
ure going to have to work for it—work 
harder than some people will now believe. 

Over-optimism makes people slacken up. 
I believe there is somewhat less of that 
spirit now than there was immediately 
after the victory in Africa, but there will 
be times in the months ahead of us when 


there will be more of it than the situation 
justifies. And then it will be up to all of 
us to do all we can to see that the Ameri- 
can people keep good news and bad in 
the proper perspective. ~ 


It’s Not Just a Parade. 


It is a tough war, a mean war, for the 
men who are fighting it. People in this 
country whose sons or husbands or brothers 
have been killed know it is a tough war, 
but those people are relatively few, since 
our casualties so far have been small. 
People who see the pictures and read the 
news we have been getting in the last 
few months could be excused for thinking 
it is something like a victory parade. 


It is the business of the Office of War 
Information, and of the public relations 
bureaus of the Army and Navy, to see that 
the people get as much news as possible, not 
only about what is going on, but about 
what this war is really like—the blood and 
sweat and pain and hunger and fatigue as 
well as the triumphal processions. 

So far, this has been an inexpensive war 
to us, in,men if not in money. Our battle 
casualties have been only about 40 per cent 
of those we suffered in the last war, when 
we had far fewer men engaged. 


We Must Expect Losses. 


It is too much to hope that this can go 
on, as our armies get closer to the home- 
lands of Germany and Japan. Almost cer- 


.tainly we shall sustain heavy casualties in 


some operations undertaken only for holding 
or diversions. Ié will be our task, then, to en- 
able the American people to set those oper- 
ations in perspective, too; to show the fam- 
ilies of those who were lost that they were 
not thrown away, even if they fell in opera- 


tions that were never expected to get any-. 
-where in particular; that these operations 


contributed to the success of the whole. 
Meanwhile, those of us who are engaged 
in war information are under obligation to 
try to keep this, too, in perspective; to help 
the public understand that war is a dan- 
gerous business in which men are going 
to be killed; that due to the imperfection 
of all human activity, some of them are 
going to be killed in ways that don’t make 
sense, and that, however grievous the be- 
reavements which individuals may suffer, 
they are less grievous than the disaster 
which everyone of us would suffer if we 
lost the war, and were subjected to the 
will of such men as the leaders of Japan 
and Germany have shown themselves to be.

Hobo Ballad Is Theme of Novel 
About Pursuit of an Old Dream 


“The Big Rock Candy Mountain,” by Wallace Steg- 
ner. (Duell, Sloan & Pearce, New York.) 

HIS exceedingly long novel is another 

definition of what the romantics like 
to call the American Dream—that implaca- 
ble restlessness of thé nineteenth century 
that ¢aused men to pick up and start mov- 
ing across the Mississippi, over the great 
plains, over the mountains, up the Pacifie 
Coast until there wasn’t any frontier left, 
even in Alaska. : 

Stegner’s provocative definition is more 
realistic than most. He sees the American 
Dream as simply the dream of the Big 
Rock Candy Moyntain of hobo ballad, 
where the handouts grow on bushes and 
the bluebird sings to the lemonade springs, 
It wasn't a very noble dream, just the 
familiar itch for the big killing, the sudden 
bonanza—and then Easy street.

“The Big Rock Candy Mountain” fells 
the story in terms of a pioneer who was 
born too late. There wasn’t any real fron- 
tier left at the turn of the century when 
Bo Mason ran away from his Illinois home, 
and started for the Big Rock Candy Moun- 
tain. But he never gave up looking for it 
Until the day he died, he never gave the 
present a second thought. 

In his shabby North Dakota bowling 
alley; in his lunchroom near Seattle; on 
his homestead in Saskatchewan, where he 
tried for a World War fortune in wheat; 
when he was running lhquor. down from 
Canada; when he was operating a Reno 
gambling joint, and finally when he was 
sinking his stake in a lead mine, he always 
had his eyes on tomorrow and the pot of 
gold he was sure would be there. 

Stegner also tells the story of Bo Mason's 
wife, Elsa, who was too strong to leave 
her husband, even when she realized that 
he was racing toward nowhere, and he 
tells of their two sons, who grew up on 
the run. In the end, Bo Mason’s failure 
and Elsa’s subtle success gave the thought- 
ful younger son an essential intangible on 
which to build his own life, 


The book rolls on and on, cataloguing 
the violent eventful years in the naturalis- 
tic tradition. It is much too long for @ 
novel about any one family. But Stegner 
is a taut and careful writer, and for all 
its extravagant length, “The Big Rock 
Candy Mountain” never lets down, the pad- 
ding never shows through, the drama never 
hesitates. In a way, it’s a remarkable per- 
formance for a writer whose previous work 
has all been within the tight, demanding 
form of the short novel.

History of Badoglio Rule. 
HE history of the Badoglio gov- 
ernment and its relations with 
us is as follows: (The authority is 
a Churchill’s account of it Sept. 
). 


Mussolini fell to a King-Badoglio 
government on July 25. 

The Badoglid government’s hope 
was to make peace in accordance 
with the will of the nation, It in- 
formed the Allies of, this desire but 
warned them that it was in deadly 
difficulties because of the pres- 
ence of the Germans. On Aug. 15 
an Italian envoy called on the Brit- 
ish Ambassador in Madrid to say 
that when the Allies landed in 
Italy the Italian government would 
join them against Germany. 

On Aug. 19 there was a meeting 
with staff officers of Eisenhower 
in Lisbon. The Allies said “uncon- 
ditional surrender.” The envoy ac- 
cepted but said, “I am here to dis- 
cuss how Italy could join the Unit- 
ed Nations.” He asked how the 
terms could be executed in face of 
German opposition. The British 
and American officers said, “We 
can .only discuss unconditional gur- 
render.” 

On Aug. 31 the Italian govern- 
ment accepted the terms uncondi- 
tionally but said it did not see how 
they could be carried out in the 
teeth of heavy German forces gath- 
ered near Rome. “We did not 
doubt their sincerity but were not 
able to reveal our military plans.” 

“We would have done more if it 
had been possible to help this un- 
happy government who have since 
acted toward us... with good 
faith.” 

“We offered toland an American 
airborne division at Rome and ow- 
ing to the German investment of 
Rome’s airfields which took place 
in the last day or two before the 
announcement of the armistice... 
it was not possible to carry out 
this ... plan.” 

The sum total of this account is 
that the Badoglio government of- 
fered to join the United Nations, 
on our terms, but that we had no 
program to deal with such a situa- 
tion, and while the Germans were 
closing in on Rome, could only say, 
“unconditional surrender.” 

The result of this lack of a pro- 
gram was that the main part of 
the Italian Army surrendered to 
the Germans and not to us.

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BISHOP TELLS OF JAP 


Escape Invaders—Aided 10 
Tokyo Bombers. 


Back from China, where for two 


a months he hid his people in the 
hills as Japanese troops sacked 


nearby villages, Bishop Charles W. 
Quinn, C. M., for 10 years Vicar 
Apostolic of Yukiang, was plan-

Bishop Quinn, who left the Vin- 


e centian Foreign Mission Society, 
11400 South Ninth street, today for 
this Los Angeles home after a brief 


visit, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
the masses of the Chinese people 
would never forgive the Japanege 
and that the faith of Chinese 
Christians remained unshaken de- 
spite wanton torture and pillage. 
The Bishop, who arrived in 
Washington Sept. 20 on an Army 
transport plane, placed at his serv- 
ice partly because of aid extended 
10 of Maj. James H. Doolittle’s 
Tokyo bombers, who landed in his 
diocese, took to the hills in June, 
1942, when .the Japanese invaded 
the southeastern province of 
Kiangsi. With him were nearly 
200 Chinese Catholic children, be- 
sides seven priests and five elderly 
Daughters of Charity, who once 
were stationed at the Mother 
House in Normandy. 

Living in crude bamboo huts, 
bathing in streams, subsisting on 
scanty rice rations and occasional 
vegetables, they lived in terror lest 
Jap raiders would find them, Once 
the enemy came within a mile. 
Death, the Bishop said, would have 
been the result of capture “and not 
a particularly pleasant one.” 
When the Bishop returned to his 
church, on the heels of the re- 
treating Japanese, all of the prin- 
ciple diocesan*buildings had been 
burned, the sanctuaries defiled, his 
followers who remained behind tor- 
tured and killed. 

“It was mass murder,” Bishop 
Quinn said, “and in the garden 
alone we found the  bayoneted 
bodies of 15 young children and 
35 old people, men and women 
more than 70 years of age, too 
feeble to stand the trek to the 
hills, 15 miles away. An Italian 
priest, Father Verdini, who had 
remained to protect them, was 
brutally killed. A French priest, 
Father Poizat, was tortured and 
starved to death. A Chinese priest 
was beheaded. In one district 
alone, 10,000 persons were slaugh- 
tered.” 

Bishop Quinn, who is raising 
funds to replace the destroyed 
buildings after the war, estimated 
the property loss at more than 
$500,000 at his Yukiang headquar- 
ters alone. His collections, he 
added, would be invested in War 
Bonds and cashed after the war, 
when the Japanese are beaten and 
there remains no possibility of 
their return. 

Telling of the destruction of the 
church, Bishop Quinn said all 
crucifixes were destroyed, signs 
chalked on the wall “Down With“ 
the Foreign Religion,” “Down 
With the English” and “Down 
With America.” In the sacristry, 
he added, a sign read “Christ Is 
Defeated.” But the Bishop, who 
observed with a smile, that the 
horror of the Japanese invasion 
represented but one incident over 
the years, said that he looked for- 
ward to his return, knew that his 
people were awaiting him.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1. — With 
the purpose of nailing to the wall, 
once and forever, charges that 
“bungling” by the Truman com- 
mittee caused a slump in produc- 
tion at the Irvin Works of Car- 
negie-Illinois Steel Corporation and 
the Lockland (O.) plant of Wright 
Aeronautica] Corporation, Senator 
Truman, chairman of the commit- 
tee, has prepared a scathing and 
comprehensive address for delivery 
next Monday evening over a na- 
tional radio hook-up, 

He will speak from Shenandoah, 
Ia., because he happens to be in 
that section of the country on an 
investigation. He will return to 
Washington for a public hearing 
of the committee on Wednesday 
morning, at which Under Secretary 
of War Robert P. Patterson has 
been:summoned to appear. 

Speech Modified by Request. 

In the first version of his radio 
address, Truman gave facts and 
figures regarding a reinspection of 
64 out of 89 aircraft engines which 
were sealed and ready for ship- 
ment at the Lockland plant, and 
of 10 out of 100 additional motors 
which had been delivered to the 
— and were recalled to the fac- 
o 

At the insistence of the War 
Department, Truman cut this seéc- 
tion from his speech but announced 
the Wednesday hearing to ask Pat- 
terson why the public was not 
entitled to receive the facts. 

“The official position of the War 
Department,” Truman said in a 
statement yesterday afternoon, “is 
that the facts should be kept from 
the public. The committee believes 
the people are entitled to know 
what the Army found when it ex- 
amined these engines, particularly 
in view of rumors that the engines 
were not defective, which were cir- 
culated before the Army tore down 
the motors and learned the truth.” 

. Miaj. Lavista’s Testimony. 

Maj. Frank W. Lavista, resident 
Army representative in Cincinnati, 
was quoted in the statement as 
having testified as follows, at:a 
committee hearing in that city Aug. 
20: 


“Three engines which were on 
the shipping dock, finally inspected 
and sealed ready to ship to desti- 
nation, were brought back, disas- 
sembled and reinspected 100 per 
cent. Every one of the three en- 
gines were found to be in such 
condition that they could not have 
been installed in an airplane. 

“The conditions found were so 
bad that the company immediately 
ordered 89 engines, which were 
ready to ship, returned to the as- 
sembly department to be complete- 
ly disassembled and reinspected.” 

Truman added that, at the com- 
mittee’s request, Maj. Lavista had 
since supplied a report on results 
of the reinspection of 64 of the 89 
engines, and also of 10 out of 100 
other motors which were brought 
back from the Army as a sample 
of Wright Aeronautical production 
from January through April of 
this year, prior to the committee's 
report. 

To Give Authoritative Review. . 

In Monday night’s address, the 
Post-Dispatch has learned, Truman 
is expected to present an authori- 
tative review of the committee’s in- 
quiries into Carnegie-Illinois and 
Wright Aeronautical. The former 
is the principal subsidiary of 
United States Steel Corporation 
and the latter is an under-com- 
pany of Curtiss-Wright Corpora- 
tion. 

Presumably he will offer produc- 
tion facts to rebut accusations 
that his committee's “meddling” re- 
duced war output at the two plants 
in question. A plausible surmise 
is that he may quote testimony, 
already made public, from Benja- 
min F. Fairless, president of 
United States Steel, and Charles 
E. Wilson, executive. vice-chairman 
of the War Production Board. 

As the Post-Dispatch revealed 
exclusively, in a series of articles 
beginning last May 17, inquiries 
by the Truman committee at the 
Lockland plant had satisfied its 
members that Wright Aeronauti- 
cal was producing and causing the 
Government to accept defective 
and substandard materials. 

This practice, it was alleged, 
was accomplished through falsi- 
fication of tests, destruction of 
records, forgery of inspection re- 
ports, failure to mutilate, segre- 
gate or destroy defective parts

Wounded in Night Raid. 


Yet one of the most gallant 
soldiers remembered in Funafuti 
belonged neither to the Navy nor 
the Marines, but was an Army 
Major of intelligence, Charles Mar- 
salek of St. Louis. He was a re- 
porter on the Post-Dispatch. 
Marsalek lies today in a military) 
grave, having died in Samoa of 
wounds suffered on April 22 in a 
retaliatory bombing raid against 
Funafuti by the Japanese after 
the American raid against Nauru. 


With grave voices the Marines 
at Funafuti tell you the story, as 
you walk along the blinding coral 
past the burned out fuselage of 
an old B-24 labeled Sexy Sue— 
Mother of 10. 

It seems that in April, before 
the Army set forth on what were 
to be the second Icngest raids of 
the Pacific war, the officers 
played the Marines at baseball. 
That night in a heavy Japanese 


— was Sgt. Roy Waddell of 
Cottonwood Falls, Kan. When one 
| f the Army's big bombers crashed 
just outside the reef, in murderous 
urf, he went out and saved an 
Army lieutenant who, injured, was 
lrowning in the pounding waves.

Polynesians may be dark but at 
least nobody on Funafuti moos,” 


Twenty-four-year-old Sgt. Thomas 
Page of Chicago, another former 
Icelander, said: “I like Funafuti 
even though the distilled water gve 
have to drink is lacking in calcium. 
In Iceland they measured out our 
food prune by prune, bean by béan, 
and tested us for that dehydrated 
food. Thank God that’s over!” 


Another Funafutian, 27-year-old 
former machinist, Cpl. Edward Ol- 
son of Chicago, felt that though 
the warm lagoon waters gave some 
of the swimmers fugus growth 
in the ears, the world’s best places 
could be ranked Chicago, Funafuti, 
Iceland.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—At least 
some top War Department officials 
concede privately that the vast oil 
development project. in Northern 
Canada started about two years 
wpago was ill-advised, but they shift 
part of the blame to the Navy 
Department, it was learned here 


yesterday. 

The explanation is given that 
when certain strategic military in- 
stallations were made in Canada 
and Alaska, the Navy Department 
was asked if it could supply suffi- 
cient oil and gasoline to the in- 
stallations by boat. The reply was 
given, according to Army officials, 
that the Navy, because of other 
commitments, could not guarantee 
such shipments, and as a result 
the oi] development project was 
started. 

Total cost of the project, in- 
cluding a large oil refinery, well 
drillings and necessary roads, will 
run about 100 million dollars, it is 
estimated. The longest of the pipe- 
lines constructed is 650 miles, but 
so far very little oil has been dis- 
covered for piping. An appraisal 
of the entire situation is being 
drafted in a report to be submitted 
soon to the Truman Investigating 
Committee as a whole by a sub- 
committee that recently returned 
from the area. The.gubcommittee 
consists of Senators Kilgore 
(Dem.),, West Virginia, and: Fergu- 
son (Rep.), Michigan. 

The essential wisdom of under- 
taking the development may be the 
subject of a congressional investi- 
gation, with charges that there has 
been gross waste of public funds. 
]t is known that a month ago the 
office of the Budget Director, 
which has an appropriation for 
inquiring into such expenditures, 
completed a report said to be bit- 
terly critical of the entire ofl 
venture. Copies of the report have 
been sent to Chairman Nelson of 
the War Productéon Board, Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes, and to 
a production review of the War 
Department, 

Officials said’ the report may 
mever be released to the public. 

It is known that the Truman 
subcommittee feels that too many 
of the oil wells dug were drilled 
on a hit-and-miss wildcat basis, 
that the oil thus far produced has 
proved costly far beyond its prac- 
tical value, and that the subcom- 
mittee is critical of a reported 
agreement under which the refin- 
ery and wells would revert to 
the Dominion of Canada after the 
war.

HUSH-HUSH POLICY 
ASSAILED BY LANDON 


Asserts Plain Talk on Postwar 
Alliances Is Needed to 
End Suspicions. 


TOPEKA, Kan. Oct. 1 (AP).— 
Alf M. Landon said today he 
feared the mind of the American 
ipeople was’ being conditioned’ for 
“the old-fashioned balance of pow- 
er alliance that will hang like a 
millstone around the neck of gen- 
erations yet unborn.” 


Opposing a “hush-hush policy” 
in discussing postwar alliances, 
the 1936 Republican presidential 
nominee asserted in a radio speech 
over the Columbia Broadcasting 
System that plain talk would help 
clear the air of suspicion. : 


He said this country should use 
its power and influence to restrain 
imperialism, 


“But how can we talk to Russia 
about the rights of small nations 
while we are talking about a part- 
nership with imperialistic Britain? 

“If the British-American §alli- 
ance wére to continue for a good 
many years, as Churchill suggests, 
how are you going to unscramble 
the eggs when, if ever, it ends?” 
Landon inquired, 


Charging the administration 
with mismanagement of foreign 
affairs and with a “hallelujah pol- 
icy that America will clothe, feed, 
educate and rebuild the world,” 
Landon said it “must not be trust- 
ed with any more blank checks 
either at home or in ‘foreign pol- 
icies,” 

When the American taxpayer 
realizes that the world expects 
lend-lease to be continued for 
years after the peace comes, Lan- 
don continued, “he is likely to 
put his hands in his pockets and 
walk off fram a lot of world chores 
that could and should be done— 
especially so when he realizes that 
lend-lease means an outright gift. 

“If the world is planning for us 
to be its postwar sugar daddy with 
lease-lend, WPA, relief and rehab- 
ilitation, etc., etc., it is evident that 
America is likely to turn in revolt 
not only on the hallelujah program, 
but along with it, on the program 


reasonable world collaboration and 
co-operation.” 

. He described Britain's and Rus- 
sia’s intentions toward China, In- 
dia, North Africa, Poland, Pales- 
tine and France as “vital questiens 
that must be settled in fairness 
and justice before there is any 
hope of any international co-oper- 
ation succeeding permanently in 
establishing peace—especially by 
way of the proposed military alli- 
ance with one country. 

“The failure to meet these high- 
ly important and _ inflammatory 
questions prepares the seed bed for 
the next war... .” 

Landon suggested a start toward 
a peaceful world would be to move 
“in the direction of Woodrow Wil- 
s0n’s Fourteen Points which have 
been only lip service, by our Allies” 
and added this specific recommen- 
dation: “If we are to help estab- 
lish a peacéful world, colonies must 
not be mandated to one nation, 
but a committee of nations, and 
that committee should consist not 
simply of the great powers alone. 
Small nations such as Sweden 
should be a part of it.”

ACTION INCOLMAN CASE 


Secretary’s Statement Indi- 
cates More Severe Pen- 
alty for Officer.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP).— 
Further proceedings were ordered 
yesterday by Secretary of War 
Stimson in the case of Capt. Wil- 
liam. T. Colman, recently court- 
martialed at Selfridge Field, 
Mich., and reducéd from’ a colo- 
nelcy oh charges of careless use 
of a pistol and drunkenness. 

Stimson said the additional pro- 
ceedings . could result, “if the 
proper board so determines,” in 
Colman’s removal from the Army’s 
active list. He said in a state- 
ment: 

“I was informed of the charges 
and specifications of which Capt. 
Colman was found guilty’ by gen- 
eral court martial at Selfridge 
Field, Mich., and read the sen- 
tence pronounced by that court. 

“In view of the fact that he was 
found guilty of careless use of a 
pistol as a result of which a sol- 
dier of the United States Army 
was injured and ,that he was 
found guilty of drunkenness on 
four counts, I went further into 
the record of this officer. 

“Apart from the trial and as 
a result of this record, I directed 
that the then Col. Colman be re- 
duced immediately from the grade 
of Colonel to that of Captain. I 
have directed also that proceedings 
be instituted under public law 190, 
Seventy-seventh Congress, under 
which, if the proper board so de- 
termines, Capt. Colman may be 
removed from the active list of 
the Army.” 

Colman, commanding officer of 
Selfridge Field at the time of the 
alleged misconduct, entered the 
Army as a flying cadet in 1928. 
Thus he. has had 15 years of 
service and would receive retire- 
ment pay if removed, However, if 
retired as a Captain, he would get 
only $1125 a year, compared with 
a total of pay and allowances as 


a Colonel of $6984, or $9484 if he 
were on flying, duty, in which case 
he would be entitled to an addi- 
tional 50 per cent of his base pay.

Ray-shun---Rash-un? - 


Battle Still Rages 


Over Pronunciation 
By Frank Colby 


© MUCH has been said and written about 

the word “ration,” and so great is the public 

interest in the word, that 1 feel impelled to 
clear up the confusion caused by a recent maga- 
zine article by an 
Eastern professor 
of language whom 
I shall call “Profes- 

sor X.” 

Shorn of its ex- 
cessive wordiness, 
the article reaches 
the astonishing con- 
clusion that the pro- 
nuficiation ‘‘ rash- 
un,” to rhyme with 
fashion, is “the orig- 
inal and historically 
correct pronuncia- 

tion” because the word “ration” is derived “not 
from the Latin ratio, but from the French 
word ration” which in that lahguage is pro- 
nounced with the flat “a” as in “fashion.” This, 
Professor X explains, accounts for “the failure 
of ‘ration to conform to the familiar pattern 
of pronunciation exemplified in ‘nation, station, 
etc.” 
hore 

PROFESSOR X’s entire thesis is so bewilder- 
ing as to be downright dazzling, so reach for 
the aspirin while we try to unscramble his ling- 
uistic omelet. To begin with, “ration” is a 
French word, as he says, and the French do 
pronounce it with a flat “a” approximately as 
in the English word “fashion.” But, despite 
his denial, “ration” does come from the Latin 
ratio, as any English or French dictionary will 
attest. As a matter of fact, all native French 
words come from the Latin, for French is noth- 
ing but a corrupted form of Latin. 

Second, the words “nation” and “station” are 
also as French as the left bank of the Seine. 
And in French, “nation” and “station,” like 
“ration,” are pronounced with the flat “a,” and 
the words end with the French nasal, thus: 
nass-YAW(N), stass-YAW(N), rass-YAW(N).

THUS, IF Professor X' justifies the flat “a” 
in the American pronunciation of “ration” mere- 
ly because it is a French loan-word, then he 
must also sanction “nash-un” and “stash-un” for 
nation and station since they, too, are French 
loan-words, Thus, Professor X’s elaborate hy- 


pothesis crumbles, and we find that the fact- 


that “ration” originally was French hag noth- 
ing whatever to do with establishing “rash-un” 
as tHe correct English pronunciation. 

In English there are tens of thousands of 
French words that are not pronounced accord- 
ing to French values. Professor X should know 
that “correct” pronunciation is dictated by good 
usage, and not by foreign phonetic rules, 


tee Sie. ae 

THE EARLIEST trace of “ration” in English 
is in 1550, when the word was a noun meaning 
“reasoning.” In 1666 we find the word used in 
the meaning of “ratio; proportion.” In 1702 the 
word “rations” began to be used in the military 
sense of a soldier’s daily allotment of food, 
The first recorded use of “ration” as a verb in 
the present meaning “to limit and allot food, 
clothing, and other commodities because of 
scarcity” is found to be about 1850. 

Evidence shows that the pronunciation “ray- 
shun,” to rhyme with nation, did prevail in 
the 1800s. It is shown by all the older author- 
ities. “Ray-shun” was Noah Webster’s first 
choice in his original American Dictionary, 1842. 
Alfred Ayres in The Orthoepist, 1880, declared 
“rash-un” to be incorrect. Charles Dickens, in 
his poem the Chimes, circa 1850, used the pro- 
nunciation “ray-shun”: 

O let us love our occupations, 

Bless the squire and his relations, 
Live upon our daily rations, 

And always knowour proper stations. 


CK TR 
NOW LET US look at the modern authorities 
and see if “ray-shun” is “now obsolete in good 
earnest,” as Professor X asserts so positively. 
Of the 15 modern dictionaries in my library, 
including the two Oxfords, Merriam-Webster’s, 
Funk and Wagnalls’, Century, Macmillan’s, Win- 
ston’s, etc., 12 list “ray-shun” as first choice, 
and three of the 12 list “ray-shun” as the only 
pronunciation. “Rash-un” is the second choice 
of nine, and the only choice of three—and the 
last mentioned are British. It must be noted, 
however, that in listing “rash-un” ag second 
choice, miost of the nine dictionaries qualify it 

as the “military” pronunciation. 


7 oe 
BUT THIS MUCH is certain, the word “ration,” 
as the civilian uses it today, has an altogether 
different meaning than that current in military 
parlance. The armed forces speak of “rations” 
simply as food in general, and, except under 
conditions of delayed or inadequate supplies, 


there is no suggestion in their use of the word 
of the apportionment or limiting of commodities 
because of scarcities. The latter meaning is 
strictly a civilian one. Therefore, we have two 
words of the same spelling and with different 
meanings and pronunciations. Since the military 
meaning has not colored the civilian word, there 
is no reason why the military pronunciation 
should influence the pronunciation of the civilian 


word, 
oe eee 
THE ANALOGY of the pronunciation “ray- 
shun” is so strong as to be overwhelming, and 
this is recognized by practically all British 


and American dictionaries, both new and old. 
To deny the correctness of “ray-shun” is flying 
in the face of facts, history, analogy, and pop- 
ular preference,

ISH can furnish a greater va- 
riety in our menus if we will 
take advantage of the many 
kinds on the market. Fresh fish 
is not common in. some sections 
of the try but frozen, smoked 
or dried is available, but these 
types of fish are often passed up 
by the housewife because she 
knows of no method of preparing 
them. So right-here we want to 
remind that whether fish is 
frozen, smoked or dried, it can. be 
cooked by the same methods as 
the fresh—broiled, baked, steamed 
or boiled, | 
Smoked Fish. 

Three-fourths pound smoked fish 
(four medium), one-half cup 
water, two tablespoons iemon 
juice, one-eighth teaspoon sugar, 
one-eighth teaspoon salt, dash of 
pepper, one tablespoon margarine 
or butter (melted), two tablespoons 
chopped parsley. 

Remove head, tail and back bone 
from fish. Place in a skillet, add 
all ingredients except the mar- 
garine and parsiey..

“hills” are depressions in which we 
plant in dry weather and “mounds” 
only in wet weather; seed sowing 
tactics change with the weather 
and the quality of the soil. Note 
for 1944: Forget that the seed 
packet cost only 10c and make 
every seed furrow with all the 
care the “good eating” deserves. 


Check up on planting depths and 
seasonal changes and take the 
trouble to protect seed furrows 
against beating rain or baking sun.- 

4. Fertilizing: Piling on the 
plant food is just as bad as letting 
them starve. That means a planned 


program of fertilizing in the spring—_ 


and one to three or four side dress- 
ings of fertilizer according to the

The plant experts have proven 
that healthy, hardy plants are not 
only better tasting but higher in 
food nutrient values. , Let’s be 
sure the garden soil offers the 
plants a well-rounded diet for best 
growth.

Show Value 


Duplication

UPLICATION of values, the 
[) niaden rock on which many 
a game and slam _ contract 
founders, is difficult for either 
partner to foresee during the bid- 
ding. At times, however, a player’s 
bid fairly shouts “duplication,” and 
then it is his partner’s urgent duty 
to stop, look and listen. Consider 
this typical case; 
North, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
North-South 30 part-score. 


The bidding: 
North East 
1 diamond Pass 
2 hearts Pass 
6 spades Pass 

The contract was not conspicu- 
ously bad, but it was just bad 
enough to deserve the fate that 
befell it, which was to go down 
one trick. Twelve tricks could have 
been made if the heart suit had 
broken 3-3 and the trump suit 32, 
but this combination was not in 
accord with mathematical expect- 
ancy. South had to use two 
trumps to ruff out North’s hearts 
and, although he discarded two 
diamonds from dummy on his own 
ace and king of clubs, he was left 
at the end with a losing diamond. 


North’s bidding was defective 
throughout. In the first place, his 
selection of a diamond opening, 
rather than a heart, was wrong 
because he had equal length in 
both suits and, under that cir- 
cumstance, the higher ranking 
suit should be bid. He was equally 
misguided on his next turn when 
he bid two hearts instead of rais- 
ing South’s spades, although ac- 
tually this would have been un- 
important had it not been com- 
pounded by North's subsequent 
leap to:six spades. In combination, 
these two calls were not only more 
aggressive than North’s hand jus- 
tified, but, what was more to the 
point, North totally ignored the 
implications in South’s three no 
trump bid that high elub honors 
in the South hand, duplicating 
North’s void, would be virtually 


_ worthless. | Surely, North should 


have reasoned, South would not 
have bid three no trump, over the 
score, without substantial strength 
in the unbid suit, and assuming 
that strength, there was consider- 
able danger that the combined 
hands would be off both a heart 
and a diamond trick. 

It was peculiarly fortunate that 
South should have had the exact 
material for a jump to three no 
trump, the only bid that could 
have warned North about the “du- 
plication,” and it was extremely 
unfortunate for South that his 
partner did not know how to read 
the signs.

I did learn all I could from the 
type of roles I was getting.

If Betty’s face seems familiar, 
you've probably seen her in maga- 
zine ads several years ago. She 
modeled for John Powers during 
her vacations from the Bennett 
School for Girls in Millbrook, N. Y. 
Mr. Powers thought she had talent 
and promise, and it wasn’t hard to 
convince a Hollywood scout. She 
landed a contract with R. K. O. at 
the age of 16. With her parents’ 
consent, she left school for Holly- 
wood, and did her last year of 


“high school on the R. K. O. lot. 


During the next few years, she did 
35 pictures in rapid succession, She 
also made a lot of friends, had a 
lot of fun, and did a lot of growing 
up. 

Part of that growing up was the 
arrival of small Barbara, just over 
four years ago. And the gradual 
realization that her first (and right 
now she says, final) marital ven- 


‘ture was not a complete success; 


“I probably should never have mar- 
ried a musician,” she says, “I can’t 
even carry a tune,” 

Betty decided as far back as 1938 
that maybe the stage had some- 
thing that she wasn’t getting from 
class B pictures, An opportunity 
came along to play the lead in the 
San Francisco production of 
“Golden Boy” with Francis Lederer 
and Louis Calhern, and she took it. 
“From then on,” she declares, “I 


was convinced that the stage was 
wonderful.” 

So Betty faced eastward and be- 
gan doing stock. Her first real 
chance on the stage came when 
Max Gordon gave her the opportu- 
nity to replace Shirley Boothe in 
“My Sister Eileen,” during its New 
York run of 1941. After several 
months of this, she was given the 
lead in George S. Kauffmann’s 
“Mr. Big.” This was one of that 
highly-successful playwright’s few 
flops, and closed in a short time. 

It wasn’t long before Mr. Gordon 
suggested that Betty could play the 
same role on the road in “My Sis- 
ter Eileen,” that she played in 
New York. She took it with reluc- 
tance, dreading what she thought 
were the hardships of trouping. 
“But I never had more fun in my 
ife.” The show was sent out on 
what was supposed to be a short 
‘run, but it was forty-seven weeks 
before the cast got back to New 
York,

Max Gordon 
wired her in Hollywood, where she 
had been spending the summer, 
asking that she come to New York 
immediately to take the role, 

That was Labor day weekend. 
Betty did the impossible—got an 
upper berth, packed for herself and 
small Barbara, and left for New 
York within two hours after the 
wire arrived. She found her New 
York apartment knee deep in dust 
—it had been closed for five 
months. So between interviews 
with Mr, Gordon, and finding a 
nurse for Barbara, Betty wielded a 
scrub brush and a mop. But when 
you see her in “Doughgirls,” you'd 
never suspect she hadn't come 
straight from a six-months’ rest 
at some swank resort. 

Betty is far too pretty to be as 
smart and useful as she is. She 
has a willowy figure with curves 
in the right places, and enormous 
big blue eyes. She has been a 
blonde in most of her pictures, but 
right now her role calls for faintly 
auburn hair. (Hollywood has gone 
completely red-headed, according 
to Betty, and it’s almost impossible 
to find a blonde in the place.) 

In spite of possessing an ad- 
man’s dream of a complexion, and 
really lovely features, Betty doesn't 
think she igs cut out for glamor 
parts. She wants to be funny, as 
she is in “Doughgirls,” or play 
heavy parts. If she had her 
“druthers,” she would do the sort 
of thing Rosalind Russell does in 
the movies. But until that chance 
comes along, she’s awfully happy 
to be making her living on the 
stage,
